Two trains came together on the 


Walbonding at the pumping station 
Sunday night at 10 o'clock. No one 
was hurt, and the property loss was 
small. 


It seems that a freight from Lou- 


donville bad been given the right of 
track to Ooshocton, and a coal train 
going north was on the main track near 
the pumping station waiting for it to 
pass. 
South bound 
trains being 
lighter usually take the second track 
at that point, those going north re- 
mainrng on the main line. The train 
from the north cleared tne long tres- 
tle at good speed and a part of it was 
across the Tuscarawas bridge when it 
crashed into the engine waiting for it 
to pass. The engineer saw the dan- 
ger in time to prevent serious trouble 
and reversing 
-be engine quietly 
slipped to the ground. The engi- 
neer of

north 
bound train 


could do nothing. 
The 
prompt 
action 
of 
the 
first- 
engineer 
checked his train, and when it struck 
the other engine it was with no more 
force than was necessary to smash the 
pilots, throw one truck off the rails 
and derail a gondola that had just left 
the Tuscarawas bridge. 


Word was at once sent to Dennison, 


and in a short time the wreck crew 
were at the scene. 
They completed 
heir work at 6 o'clock" this morning 
and went home. The trains were 
^ed and the disabled engines side- 
tracked until they could be taken to 
the shops for repai rs. 
The cause of the accident was a 
mystery until it developed that the 
ight on the switch was not there 
and the switch 
baa not been 


thrown so as to allow the train from 
,he north to enter.

by the official investigation.

tures of Jean-Francois Millet w«re a*4ij 
neglected during the artist's lifetime, jat 
very shortly after his death not oaJy wctw 
his finished paintings, aquarelles. dr«w- 
iass and etchings eagerly collected. -\tmt 
fied and studied, but even tbe slighttM 
scrap of a sketch from hu hand wa» dig- 
nified into a -lot" and eagerly eomp*t«4 
for at the auction sales of the H<**4 
Druot in Paris, and it may be regarded 
as an extraordinary thing that 
hit 


~\Vood Sawyers." a finished pati.H«c 
which may rank among bis very finest. 
should with propriety mow be preheated 
in a monthly magazine aj* a aoct of nov- 
elty. 


Why is not 'The Wood Sawyers" as 


well known as the universally knows 
"Angelas'?" Both pictures are the prod- 
act of about the same period, are of near- 
ly similar size and importance, and OB 
one memorable though little known oc- 
casion, when these two masterpiece* were 
placed side by side and offered for sale to 
an enlightened and wealthy collector he 
selected "The Wood Sawyers" and're- 
jected "The Angelas." It was not long 
after the time when Millet was very glad 
to sell the bitter picture for 2,000 franc* 
—but_lpng before M. Chauchard of Paria 
paid .oO.uOO francs for it—that it drifted 
into the- possession of M. Deschampa, a 
Frenchman of great taste and knowledg* 
of pictures, who was at that time doing 
business, id London. One of his clients in 
England was the eminent Greek mer- 
chant Constantine lonides, who long re- 
sided at Brighton, where he recently died 
after having made a collection of pic- 
tures of unsurpassed quality. 


M. Deschamps. knowing that lonidea 


had long desired to procure an example 
of Millet which would satisfy hia exact- 
ing requirements, sent word to th* great 
merchant that he could offer him aot only 
one, 
but two sneh pictures. It I* known 


that lonides was himself a capital judge, 
yet he seldom would venture to buy a pic- 
ture unless his own opinion of it coald 
be indorsed by that of still another emi- 
nent foreigner resident in England. Thia 
was Alphonse Legros. painter, sculptor, 
etcher and for 20 years Slade profeasor 
of art at University college, London. (It 
will be remembered that John Raskin 
filled the corresponding Slade professor- 
ship at Oxford.) 


This was the man. then, whom Con- 


stantine lonides took with him when he 
went to the house of Deschamps to pur- 
chase a picture by Millet. 
The two 


paintings were placed side by side before 
the visitors. "The Wood Sawyers" wa» 
slightly the larger canvas, measuring 
about 36 inches in width, and it* price 
was £500, while the price of "Tbe An- 
gelns" was £&00. 
lonides, desiring to 


have the better picture, wa» inclined to 
take the dearer one. but declared that he 
would be guided in his choice- by Legroa. 
Thus appealed to, Legros made answer, 
"If you want the really great picture of 
these two, take The Wood Sawyera,'" 
and thus the choice was made. The pic- 
ture has since been cloistered in the man- 
sion at Brighton, while its companion 
was destined to cross the Atlantic twice 
before finding its present resting place ia 
Paris. 


The seclusion which has been the fate 


of the picture under consideration aeema. 
in a measure, also to have followed the 
single reproduction of it which has hith- 
erto been made. This reproduction—or" 
rather translation of it into the langcaga 
of black and white—is the wonderfully 
able etching done from Millet's painting 
by the Scottish artist William Hole. 
This etching was issued hi a very limited 
edition and has now become scarce. 


Mme. Sarah Grand, authoress of Th* 


Heavenly Twins" and "Babs the Impos- 
sible." has been lecturing in London on 
what she terms "Mere Man."

ings will be similarly masked. La 
Hung Chang has deferred the with- 
drawal of the foreign troops from the 
temples and palaces not later than 
Aug. 15.

commanders of their decision. The 
American* and British will probably 
camp near the summer residences of 
the legations in the western'hill* un- 
til their barracks are completed.
